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pleasure in their interpretation. The whole of these 
sterling works should be in the hands of every piano- 
forte player in the kingdom ; and any person who 
cannot play should get somebody to play them to him.

The Glee-men. — It was in the character of a 
glee-man, joungleur, or harper and singer, that Alfred 
visited the Danish encampment. How highly the 
glee-men were formerly valued, and how munificently 
rewarded, we may collect from a curious fact: Edmund, 
the son of Ethelred, gave a villa to Hitard his glee- 
man or joungleur; this glee-man, in the decline of life, 
went on a pilgrimage to Rome : and previous to his 
journey gave the land to the church at Canterbury. 
In Doomsday-book, Berdic, a joungleur of the king is 
stated to have possessed three villas in Gloucestershire.

Musical Composition. — The latest musical com- 
position that I have heard of in the town where I 
dwell, is that of an eminent organist, who has made — 
(what think you ?) — a composition with his creditors, 
at the rate of five shillings in the pound, i. e. a sort of 
double counterpoint in the fifteenth, ratio 1:4; and is 
esteemed a better composition than many of the same 
grade have been able to accomplish. — Rusticus. 



BRIEF CHRONICLE OF THE LAST MONTH. 

Manchester Harmonic Societv. — This Society, 
now in its fifth year of existence, takes its stand amongst 
the influential Associations of the Borough. The choir 
now consists of upwards of one hundred singers, (of 
whom eighty are amateurs), and an orchestra of about 
fifty. Much good may be effected by such a society, 
by a careful selection of music for performance, and 
the formation of a good library of parts. 

At a public concert given by this society on the 
23rd of January, in the Free Trade Hall, an audience 
of above two thousand persons were entertained with 
a fine selection from Handel's Oratorios of the Messiah 
and Solomon, Mehul's Joseph, and Mozart's 12th Mass. 

Oldham. — On the 3rd a vocal concert was given by 
the pupils forming Mr. Jackson's First Singing Class, 
who have been taught on Wilhelm's Method, they 
sang various glees and madrigals. 

Manchester. — We are glad to hear that the 
monthly concerts at the Athenaeum, consisting of con- 
certed music and choruses, are constantly increasing 
in attraction and interest. 

Lichfield. — The Choral Society, lately established 
here, is doing much to promote the taste for the best 
class of music, which had been previously on the 
decline, for this Cathedral town. The selections at 
the concerts given in October and January last, were 
from the best masters, and very respectably performed 
by both choral and orchestral band. 

The annual meeting of the Choral Fund was held 
at the Freemasons' Tavern, on Ash Wednesday. Mr. 
Southgate, the indefatigable secretary, read the report, 
which proved that the expenditure during the last 
twelve months to afflicted musicians — including pen- 
sions to widows and orphans — had greatly exceeded 
its income. This society, when its objects are con- 
sidered, has great claims upon public support. 

The Pulteney Madrigal Society. — Some of the 
members of Mr. Hullah's upper class have formed a 
society under the above name, at the Western Institu- 
tion, Leicester Square. On the 10th they sung a 
number of glees and madrigals to a crowded audience 
of their friends. 



Crosby Hall Vocal Class. — This class has been 
formed under the direction of Mr. C. G. Rowe, to 
qualify its members to take part in the Choral and 
Madrigal Society connected with this Institution. The 
members are chiefly young men of respectable con- 
nexions in the city. On the 8th a public performance 
of several favourite glees and madrigals, by the mem- 
bers, seems to have been highly satisfactory. The 
most hopeful feature of the society is the circumstance 
of the weekly rehearsals every Monday evening. 

Greenwich Sacred Harmonic Society. — This 
Society, which consists chiefly of amateurs, gave a 
highly satisfactory performance of the Creation at the 
Lecture Hall, on the 10th. 

The Abbey Glee Club. — William Dixon, Esq., 
the persevering patron of talent, both musical and 
literary, having offered two prizes,— one of ten guineas, 
and a second of five guineas for the two best glees ; 
there were four candidate compositions, all of much 
merit. Mr. J. Coward's composition was declared to 
deserve the first prize, and the second was awarded to 
that of Mr. James Howe. 

Sacred Harmonic Society. — The annual general 
meeting took place at Exeter Hall, on the 11th, when a 
report of the proceedings during the past year was 
read, the committee re-elected, and other business 
transacted. It appears that twenty public perform- 
ances had taken place during the year, to ten of which 
the subscribers had admission ; that the list of sub- 
scribers was nearly full ; that the receipts of the year 
have exceeded £4,900 ; and that in addition to the 
invested property of the society, the balance in the 
treasurer's hands was upwards of £300. The society's 
performances last month were " Judas Maccabeus," 
twice, and they have announced " Purcell's Jubilate," 
in D, and a selection from Handel, &c, for the 5th of 
March. 

Hull. — The Sacred Harmonic Society, on the 14th, 
gave an interesting selection from Mendelssohn's 
sublime oratorio of " St. Paul." The choruses were 
especially effective, owing to the careful rehearsals 
which had been bestowed on them. Eight hundred 
persons were present in the hall. 

The Cecilian Society on the 15th performed 
Gardiner's Judah, adapted from the works of Haydn, 
Mozart, and Beethoven. 

The Edinburgh Musical Professorship is again 
vacant. Testimonials from candidates are invited by 
public advertisement, by the 20th of March. 

Sir Henry R. Bishop has been appointed con- 
ductor of the series of Philharmonic Concerts of the 
approaching season. 

Dr. Mendelssohn Bartholdy has been applied 
to, inviting him to conduct the Norwich Musical 
Festival, appointed to take place next September, 
commencing on the 16th. 

The Madrigal Society. — The 104th anniversary 
of the Madrigal Society took place on the 16th Jan., 
Lord Saltoun presiding; supported by about a hundred 
professors and amateurs of music. The programme 
contained the following compositions.
